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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-35 are pending and examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 10, 14-19, 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
W098/43675. W09843675 (see abstract CA1 29:293908) discloses an oral drug 
solution containing donepezil-HCI, a sweetener and povidone in water and that it masks 
unpleasant tastes inherent in the drug. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
W098/43675 for the reasons given above. 

Claims 1-9, 11-13, 20 and 22-35 differ over W098/43675 in reciting a solution, 
additional agents and amounts. However, once a palatable oral composition is known, 
it is within the skill of the artisan to determine optimum amounts and additional agents, 
all of which are conventional in the art. Additionally, no unobviousness is seen in the 
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solutions and other oral liquid formulations of claims 1-9 and 24-35. It is noted that in 
the instant specification (page 28, lines 19-26) solutions, emulsions and suuspensions 
are recited as just one formulation in a list of liquid oral forms for administration. 

Claims 22-23 differ over W098/43675 in reciting specific enantiomers. However, 
in the absence of a showing of unexpected results, an enantiomer is rendered 
unobvious once it is known as a racemic mixture. 

Other Art of Interest 

WO00/12135, corresponding to US 6,576,677, published March 9, 2000, teaches 

(examples, claims) an oral composition comprising donepezil in the instant amounts and 

having the instant formulations.
